Claims 1-26 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to disclose or render obvious an apparatus for engaging a rotary drive as 
defined in claim 1 , and particularly wherein the piston has a passageway through it for 
transmitting pressure acting on the end of the piston through the piston to the friction 
drive actuator such that the pressure acting on the end of the piston also acts on the 
friction drive actuator to effect movement of it.
